2. Background : Executive Secretary of the Cincinnati Rotary Club 
Jeanette Shepherd has invited you to speak at one of their Rotary luncheons. 
The format is a cash bar beginning at 11:30 a.m. Luncheon is served at 12:15 
p.m. followed by the guest speaker at 1:00 p.m. and adjournment at 1:30 p.m.

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INFORMATION FOR CINCINNATI ROTARY CLUB SPEAKERS 


The Program Committee appreciates very much your acceptance of 
our invitation to speak to the Cincinnati Rotary Club - we hope you 
will find the experience to be a most pleasant one. Toward that 
end, you may find the following information helpful. 

Technically, you will be speaking to Rotary International Club 
No. 17. Cincinnati Rotary is the 17th oldest of more than 17,000 
Clubs around the world, with a charter date of 1910. It is also 
the seventh largest Rotary Club in the world, with about 600 
members. 

As you may know. Rotary International is an association of business 
and professional men who meet weekly for the advancement of 
understanding, good will, and international peace through a world 
fellowship united in the Rotary ideal of service. 

The Cincinnati Rotary Club meets every Thursday at noon at the 
Nether land Plaza Hotel, Fifth and Race Streets, in Downtown 
Cincinnati. If you're not familiar with Cincinnati, our Club, 
or the Netherland Plaza, here are a few basic directions: 

. . .Fifth Street is the south edge of Fountain Square Plaza 
(the center of downtown). Walk one block west on Fifth 
to Race Street to find the Netherland Plaza. 

. . .Numerous offstreet parking lots and garages are available 
nearby. Pogue's garage is the most convenient, enter 
at Elm and Fourth Streets. 

...Rotary normally meets in the Hall of Mirrors, which 
is on the third floor of the hotel. 

You'll find our meeting to be quite informal, even though approximately 
300 Rotarians will be in attendance. A cash bar is available starting 
11:30. Luncheon is served at 12:15. The program opens at 12:45 
with an anthem, invocation, wire service news, and announcements. You 
shall be introduced at 1:00, and we ask that you be certain to conclude 
your remarks prior to our adjournment time of 1:30 which is rigidly 
observed in view of our members other commitments. It would 
be likewise awkward if your presentation concluded prior to 1:25. 

Unless you request otherwise, you'll be speaking from a lectern 
at the center of a headtable which is located along the long side 
of a long, very high ceilinged room. The audience will be seated 
quite far to your right and left as you face them. This arrangement 
makes the use of visual aids impractical at the headtable. If 
you plan to use visuals, let us know so we can set you up at an 
end of the room. The lectern is equipped with a mounted microphone. 

Let us know if you prefer a neck microphone.
